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THE officers of the new recruiting detail are con- 
verging towards New York City, where they are 
due October 1. Colonel R. F. O'Beirne is getting 
ready to vacate the office of Superintendent of the 
Recruiting Service, and Colonel John J. Coppinger 
to assume it. 








THE West Point graduates of 1888 are now en 
route to their respective companies and stations, a 
fact which will rejoice the hearts of all post and 
company commanders, for at some stations the ser- 
vices of extra lieutenants are very necessary in or- 
der to make up the routine details for garrison 
courts martial, boards of survey, etc. 








THE New York Zimes, referring to the recent 
competitions at Creedmoor, adverts to the contrast 
between the present meeting and the enthusiastic 
ones in the past, and expresses the hope that ‘‘ be- 
foze long the past glories and popularity of Creed- 
moor will be revived and surpassed, and that teams 
from many States will attend the autumn meet 
ings.” 

PROCEEDING to the recent State encampment the 
New Hampshire State Cavalry, it appears, marched 
across country forty five miles in fifteen hours’ 
marching time, leaving at two o’clock in the morn- 
ing and arriving at camp at half past ten o’clock the 
same night.

Division and Department commandets are now 
busy with their annual reports, which are due at 
the Headquarters of the Army eatly in October. 
They will contain much interesting data concern 
ing the present effectiveness, discipline, etc., of the 
Army, tor it has been a busy year with the troops, 
end never was more zeal and energy displayed in 
their professional instruction. Officers ard soldiers 
now realize more than ever that much is expected of 
them in the way of duty and advancement, and 
the line from one end to the other is alert and at- 
tentive. 








Or the line officers in the Army on January 1, 
1888, eight hundred and twenty-one saw service 
during the War of Rebellion and of those six hun- 
dred and forty-one held volunteer commissions : 
the proportions are one hundred and sixty eight in 
the cavalry, one hundred and twenty one in the ar- 
tillery and four hundred and thirty -two in the in 
fantry. All of the colonels of cavalry, artillery 
and infantry held volunteer commissions except five. 
Of the field officers of the three arms three-fifths 
held volunteer commissions, viz. : ninety out of one 
bundred and fifty; the proportions in each of the 
three arms being the same, viz. : thirty out of fifty 
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in the cavalry, fifteen out of twenty five im the ar- 
tillery and forty-five out of seventy-five in the in 
fantry. 








THE new Naval Appropriation bill, which is now 
a law, gives Secretary Whitney an additional 
$50,000 for the new Naval Observatory and author- 
ity to have the work on the more difficult portion 
done in whatever way he thinks, best. The contract 
for the bulk of the work was awarded to MeLaughlin 
and Co,, of Washington, early in the year at $308,- 
711, they being the lowest bidders, under the act 
approved March 8, 1887, making appropriation for 
the Naval Service. By that act $400,000 was appro- 
priated, and now tha* the additional amount has 
been appropriated in this year’s Navy bill, the Sec- 
retary may award another contract for the special 
work or he may have it done by the Department 
without any contract. 








Tue Adjutant General of the Army has approved 
the recommendation of the Paymaster General, that 
monthly payments be made hereafter at the follow- 
ing additional posts, and the necessary o7ders were 
issued on Sept. 20 to have the troops mustered for 
pay on Sept. 80. The posts added to the list of 
those already getting their stipend every thirty 
days are: Missowi—Forts Sheridan, Riley, and 
Hays, and Rock Island Arsenal. Dakota—Forts A. 
Lincoln, Keogh, Custer, Missoula, Shaw, Assinni- 
boine, and Meade. Arizona— Forts Union, Marcy, 
Wingate, Grant. Bowie, and Huachuca. Platte— 
All posts in the Department. Texas—All posts in 
the Department except Forts Brown and Ringgold. 
Columbia—Forts Sherman, Townsend, and Boise 
Barracks. California—Benicia Arsenal. 


THE delay in the signing of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill caused no amotnt of embarrassment to 
the disbursing officers of the Army, in whose hands 
the several appropriations are adjusted. The bill 1s 
now in the hands of the President, but up to the 
present time has not received his signature. The 
appropriations, based upon those for last year, have 
again been extended until Sept. 25, and on Wednes- 
day requisition for the amounts~ necessary for the 
October payments were drawn upon the Treasury. 
These amounts will not be honored excepting for 
the time specified in the extension, up to and in- 
cluding Sept. 25. The Paymaster General desires 
to have funds in the hands of the paymasters at 
least one week before pay day, in order that there 
may be no delay. This is absolutely necessary 
owing to the scarcity of paymasters and the large 
number of posts to be visited. 








Up to the present time there has been no decision 
reacked by the President in regard to the three 
staff appointments in the Army. In order to save 
the President the bother and time of examining all 
the papers in each case, the War Department pre- 
pared a tabulated statement giving the record of 
each candidate, the number, name and character of 
endorsement, and such other information as was 
thought necessary, in order to aid the President in 
his selection. This statement has been in his hands 
for some time, and, besides, he has been. besieged 
by Congressmen and others of influence urging the 
claims of this or that candidate. All talk about

THE conclusions of the Pall Mall Gazette on the 
English naval manceuvres are as follows: ‘‘ The 
English fleet is completely unable, with its present 
strength, to save our shores and commerce from 
even one foreign fleet. The man who, from this 
time forward, in the House of Commons, or on any 
platform, endeavors to lull us into security by tell- 
ing us thatour navy is supreme because it has a 
superiority skip fo® ship and gun for gun over the 
French, is simpiy an onscrupuloug’scoundrel. Cer- 
tainly, if ever a nation was marvellously happy in 
having warning after warning given to her, that 
nation is Eogland. It is true, as Mr. Campbell- 
Bannerman says, that words have failed adequate- 
ly to rouse her. If she now rejects the lessons that 
she loves, those of hard facts and demonstrated 
truths, who shall save her? The one simple le*son 
of the manovres is that our navy is not even ap- 
proximately strong enough for the work it has to 
do. There are all sorts of other lessgns as to de- 
fects in materiel and other matters that need close- 
ly looking into by experts That is the one lesson 
for the taxpayer and the father of an English fam 
ily. Our navy is not strong erough. It must at 
all cost be made so.” 








THE annual report of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions, General Black, which is just being distribute ! 
in pamphlet form, presents a grand array of 452,557 
pensioners, receiving a total of $78,775,852 yearly, 
ranging from $24 to $2,000 a year. Of these 37 
are revolutionary pensioners, being the widows cf 
men who served in that war; 806 are survivors of 
the war of 1812, and 10,787 widows of that war; 
16,000 are survivors and 5,104 are widows of tbe 
war with Mexico; 324,835 are survivors and 92,928 
widows of the Rebellion. The average age of the pen- 
sioners is about fifty aud their average duration of 
life sixty-seven. Gen. Black publishes letters from 
Gen. Gibbon, Col. Brackett, Col. Anderson, Col. 
Tidball, Gen. Merritt, Col. Swaine, Gen. Ruger and 
Gen. Crook in answer to letters addressed to the 
commanders of departments and military districts 
inviting suggestions as to possible improvements in 
the pension laws. The one suggestion, says the 
Commissioner, ‘‘which, without concert of action, 
was made from the scattered-headquarters at about 
the same time all over the United States, is that 
possibly a rigid physical examination, conducted at 
the time of discharge and certified to by a council 
composed for that purpose, might be made a part 
of the military history of each soldi2r, and thus the 
Government preserved from future fraudulent pen- 
sion claims.” 








Tue new drill regulations for the German infan- 
try are, says a Berlin correspondent, to be intro- 
duced in October, when the new levies comein. The 
following salient pints from the int: oduction indi- 
cate the spirit of the whole: The purpose of drill! is 
to prepare officers and men for war, the most im- 
portant requirements of which are the strictest dis- 
cipline and order comb‘ned with the interested 
exertions of all the forces. All exercises on the drill 
ground #nd.in the open are to bring out these quali- 
ties in the troops, so that they become their second 
oature. Simplicity alone can insure success in war. 
Only afew simple forms must therefore be learned 
and applied, but that with absolute perfection. 
These regulations, being the only rules for this end, 
ure absolutely binding, both in letter and spirit, for 





peace as for war. 
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HICHBORN’S LIFE BUOY. 


THE Franklin Life Buoy, designed by Naval Con- 
structor Philip Hichborn, assistant to the Chief 
Constructor of the Navy, certainly fills a want 
long felt in the Service. Constructor Hichborn 
has spent much time in the preparation of 
this idea and numerous experiments have 
been made looking to the final result as em- 
bodied in this life-saving arrangement. A model 
of the buoy is now in the office of the Chief Con- 
structor in the Navy Department, and has received 
rouch favorable notice from Naval cfficers and 
others who have seen it and bad its workings ex- 
plained. We give two illustratious of it here.

The buoy is of annular shape and the air-chamber 
is made of sheet copper containing 4,310 cubic 
inches of air space, is fitted with life line, chain 
and handles, has automatie lighting and position 
torch for night signal. Two metal bands one and 
one-eighth by one-quarter of an inch are attached 
to opposite parts of the air chamber, at the outer 
end of which are fitted the arrangements for carry- 
ing the lighted torch when let go at night, or ele- 
vated signal for day use. It is so arranged that 
the torch or signal will always be elevated aktove 
the water about 20 inches where the buoy is afloat. 
Metal guide rods are attached tothe side or stern 
of the ship to keep the buoy in place when stirred 
and also to admit the buoy when dropped over- 
board. A life chain is arranged through the centre 
open space of the buoy upon which a person may 
be supported 

The lighting arrangement consists of circular 
metal cover, with a hinged door fitted to open from 
the bottom, and is fastened with a movable safety 
or toggle pin; on the inside is a small band to re- 
ceive the spring or tin case. The lower side of the 
case is perforated with a number of one-half inch 
holes. A hollow metal tube is fastened to the upper 
end of this case and fastened to the metal band 
around the air chamber by a swinging joint, so ae 
to keep the signal end of the staff always in pdr 
pendicular position when afloat. About eightéen 
inches above the top of the staff tube and about, six 
inches below the ball on the top of the rod is fitted 
a metal bracket or guide piece extending from the 
mee against which the knot at the end of the 
rod.brings up, and which supports the rod when 
the buoy is let go. When the buoy is dropped the 
rod is checked and held fast by the knot when it 
reaches the bracket and the metal plug in the inner 
case is drawn out of the end of the tm cylinder 
tube. The water will now enter by the holes in the 
outer metal and a flame from the phosphide of cal- 
cium, with which the balls are filled, will shortly 
appear at the end of the staff tube, and two of 
these lighting arrangements are on each buoy. In 
the buoys now in use only two are attached to each 
ship, and these require the constant attendance of 
& man on the deck. Constructor Hichborn 
proposes to have his buoy stationed at different 
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portions of the ship, and, as described above, they 
will be so arranged as to be of immediate use at any 
time.

THE CORPS OF HOSPITAL STEWARDS, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Iw addition to the improvements suggested by 
“ Three Bars and an Arc”? in the JoURNAL of Sept. 
8, it would seem proper to ask, why are hospital 
stewards required to be examined before each re- 
enlistment until 20 years’ service in that grade has 

reached? if a steward pocceaseny passes one 
examiuation under the new rules, it certainly 
demonstrates bis fitness for the position, especially 
as his post surgeon recommends him for such re- 
enlistwent, and a monthly report of his character 
and efficiency is made to the Surgeon General 
throughout his entire service. As this rule now 
stands, it haa a tendency to give us (no matter how 
competent) a feeling of uncertainty and insecurity 
in regard to our position as the expiration of aterm 
of service approaches us which is not experienced 
by any other grade of enlisted men in the Service. 

To conter actual rank on the acting stewards and 
divide the privates of the corps into two grades 
would establish a desirable * line of promotion" 
and attract a better class of applicants for admis- 
sion. The present pay of privates is entirely inad- 
equate to the class of meu and theservices required. 
At present the greater number of applicants for 
transfer to the Hospital Corps are old, broken- 
down men, who are unable to longer perform the 
many arduous daties required of them in theircom- 
panies, chronic growlers who are dissatisfied any- 
where, reduced and disappointed * non-coms,” or 
men who have a natura! distaste for drills and other 
military duties. With the exception of a very lim- 
ited number who have the ability to attain the re- 
quizements for appointment of hospital steward, 
tew really first-class men apply, for the reason that 
company commanders are unwilling to part with 
sucb, as they make good non-commissioned officers, 
clerks, mechanics, etc., and can do better in their 
companies. As the customs of the Service have long 
permitted the company commander a voice in all 
matiers pertaining to the members of his company, 
it 1s not prebable that he wil) surrender tbis privi- 
lege without a struggle, neither Co we believe that 
it would be proper for him to do so. 

As arule, company commanders are pleased to ad- 
vance the interests of those who deserve it, but iu 
the «a3e of a transfer to the Hospital Corps the ad- 
vancement in most cases is doubtful. Our present 
uniform, while a little * loud’ with green, is becom- 

‘ing and military. Perhaps some improvement 
wight be made, and no doubt will be made in time, 
in this, as well as all other matters pertaining to our 
corps.

He should be 
the man that bas made his superior abilities mauni- 
fest by his verbal utterances in the lecture-room avd 
elsewhere, by his writings—voparalleled in the his- 
tory of the artillery—on technical artillery subjects 
and to whom those important artillery subjects ia- 
volving abstruse mathematical formations are in- 
variably referred where an authoritative profes- 
sional opinion 1s desired. ' 

He should be the man, who, by his amiability, his 
zeal, his industry, bis modesty, bis calm and reflec: 
tive mind, and, above all, his recognized mathema- 
tical ability render bim at once the peer, at least, of 
the associate members of the bourd and one whose 
views and opinions would have the attention and 
respect of his associates and reflect credit and honor 
upon the artillery of our Service. 

For the good of the artillery and for the hope of 
its future representation on boards of this kind let 
no mistake be made in the selection of this officer, 
but rather let all those that have the real interests 
of the artillery at heart unite in favor of putting 
this—the right artillerist in the right place.

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WHAT IS MILITARY GENIUS? 


Ix the Fortnightly Review, Gen. Lord Wolseley 
considers the question of military genius, giving as 
his illustrations examples Ceesar, Hannibal, Mar)bor- 
ough, Napoleon, and Lee. He says: 

In many professions and callings genius pure and 
simple may command success, but genius alone does 
not make the great commander. hen leadership 
and responsibility in war are conferred upon a man 
devoid of sound vommon sense, tact, good temper, 
avd good health, simply because he can write ably 
ou strategy or is a first-rate lecturer on tactics, the 
fate of bis army will be that of Genius in the fable. 
Aslunderstand the genius possessed by the Marl- 
boroughs and Napoleons of all ages, it is composed 
of a greater vuriety of talents and of natural gilts 
than that which has made men great and renowued 
in any other walk of life. Military genius in its 
highest sense is acombination of many qualities and 

owers. man may shine as an eminent military 

istorian and yet be wanting in some of the simple 
attributes without which no man can even bea good 
private soldier. In fact, he need not be a soldier at 
all. Mr. Kinglake and Thomas Carlyle have shown 
genius in describing actions in which they bad no 
share. Sir William Napier, though a soldier, made 
h‘s type of genius most felt as a military bistorian. 
Jowini, the greatest of writers on tactics, never held 
any independent command in war. 

Field Marshal von Moltke’s character is so simple 
and winuing, and bis military genius of such a high 
order, thatit is most probable be would have be- 
come a great leader of men in the field had any such 
command ever devolved upon him. At the same 
time it is quite possible that even Moltke does not 

sess the qualities which made the “Tenth 

10n” love Cesar, and which mude the Roman 
one of the few great leaders of armies whom the 
world has ever known. Great coolness of head and 
steroness Of nerve are required by the General 
whose exclusive role in the field ia to keep several 
large armies in motion, each on its own line, but 
each and all moving, as the pieces on a chessboard, 
toward one common object. The sternness—I may 
say, the relentnessneas—of disposition which enables 
sach a man to do bis daily work unaffected either by 
the all-absorbing joy of success or by the depressing 
influences of passing failures, is a rare gift. Butit is 
quite possible that such a strategist, if carried from 
the safe position of Army headquarters, and pushed 
into the midst of excitement and of peril, and of all 
the emotions and startling sensations which such a 
position occasions, might then be unable to exercise 
the quickness of apprehension and the soundness of 
judgment that can alone enable a man in that posi- 
tion to duly weigh the circumstances, analyze the 
situation and come to the right conclusion. 

I would instance Cesar, Hannibal, Marlborough, 
Napoleon, and Gen. Lee as men who possessed what 
I regard as the bighest development of military 
genius—men who combined with the strategic grasp 
of Von Moltke ana the calm wisdom and just reason- 
ing power of Wellington, all the power of Marshal 
Bnugeaud and Souwaroff to inflame the imagination 
ot their soldiers and impart to them some of the 
fiery spirit and reckless dariug which burned with- 
in their own breasts. The personal magnetism which 
such great men possess so largely, arid can without 
effort impart to others, was, [ think, wanting in our 
“Iron Duke.” The marvellous magnetic power of 
the great generous Jeader (Napoleon) over his men 
was certainly undervalued by Wellington. He 
seems in his mind to have divided his army into 
gentlemen and common men, placing agreat un- 
bridged gulf between the two classes. With one or 
two exceptjons, he apparently had the very poorest 
opinion of the military capacity of his Generals of 
division, while he believed. with all his cold heart in 
the dasb, courage, endurance, loyalty, and patriot- 
ism of his regimental officers, the sons of English 
squires, and younger sons of what was then called 
our aristocracy. He seldom, if ever, spoke in appre- 
ciative terms of those brave soldiers who carried 
him in triumph from Lisbon to Toulouse, and if he 
had any affection for them he never showed it. He 
believed that when restrained by the most rigorously 
enforced disciplive, and led by English gentlemen, 
they were, under him, invincible. But he never hesi- 
tated to describe them asa collection of ruffians, the 
blackeuards of every British parish, the scum of 
every Kinglish town. In fact, he was a thorough 
aristocrat at heart, with all the best sentiments, but 
still with all the prejudices of that class. There was 
no genial sympathy between him and his soldiers; 
they respected him, and during his later campaigns 
they had the most unbounded confidence in his mil- 
itary genius, but beyond his own immediate military 
household, with whom he lived on terms of intim- 
acy, no one loved him. itis for this reason that I 
think he will never be classed in the same rank of 
military greatness—of real military genius—with 
the five great leaders of men I have named above. 

As the highest type of military genius let me take 
Napoleon. If there be any one rule which may be 
said to sum up the science of strategy and the tac- 
tical art, it is that you should make your plans and 
carry them out so as to be always superior to your 
enemy at the point of . contact, This rule, carried 
out with the utmost sooreay” and celerity of move- 
ment, may be said to have been the great secret of 
Napoleon’s success. The more one studies that 
grand campaign of 1815 the more is one unwillingly 
convinced that had Napoleon then been physically 
the man he was at Kivoli, he would have defeated 
Wellington at Waterloo as he had just defeated 
Blucher at Lign i; Napoleon failed because at that 
period of his life he lacked one of those qualities 
which are essential to military success. e@ was 
suffering from such terrible physical ailments that 
the marvellous energy of the past was at times alto- 
getber lacking in him. 

Now Jet me take Cwsar. What few men not sol- 
diers realize is that quality which Cesar snowed 
when defeated, by no fault of his own, at Dyrr- 
hachium, or when, after almost all the world had de- 


" serted him because of his apparent failure in Spam, 


he changed the history of the world by his calm fac- 
ing of misfortune and bis power of using his knowl- 
edge of men and his military skill undisturbed by 
the accidents of fate. it was probably this latter 
quality that Pompey, himself no mean strategist, 
lacked, and his want of steadfastness lost him the 
empire of the world. Unduly elated after Dyrr- 
P Pb <7 he abandoned himself to despair after 


Let me now take Maribo h. No part of bis 
life perhaps more perfectly brings out the varied 
qualities which went to make up the sum of Marl- 
borough’s genius than the campaign of Blenheim 
and the diplomatic labors with the States-General 
which preceded it. The large and siatesmaplike 
political p of the whole situation is easily ap- 
preciated by the careful reader of his life. But what 
Marlborough was on the field of Blenheim itself, 
how in the moments of apparent ill success a 
failure his presence, by its combined fire and calm- 
ness, reanimated the wavering and assured the vic- 
tory—this may be recorded, but here, as elsewhere, 
1 believe that not one wan in a thousand who reads 
of it realizes what 1t implies. 

And lastly, les me glance at General Lee. Lee’s 
strategy when he fought in defence of the Southern 
capital, and threatened and finally struck at that of 
the United States, marks him as one of the greatest 
captains of this or 4 other age. No man hus ever 
fought an up-bill and a losing game with greater 
firmness, or ever displayed a higher order of true 
military genius than be did when in command 
the Confederate army. The knowledge of his pro- 
fession displayed by Gen. McCiellan was consider- 
able, and his strategic conceptions were admirable, 
but be lacked one attribute as a General, without 
which po man can ever succeed in war—he was 
never able to estimate with any accuracy the uum- 
bers opposed to him. It was the presence in Lee of 
that intuitive genius which MveClellan lacked, which 
again and again gave him victory, even when he 
was altogether outmatched in numbers, 

Small and large armies have each had their day. 
The present age is one of large masses of fairly 
trained soldiers, but itis by no means certain to me 
that the time may not yet come again when all na- 
tious will once more resort to small standing armies 
of the most highly trained and disciplined soldiers. 
We may find that the soldier, to be at bis best, or to 
be even thoroughly efficient, will require such long 
and above all things, such constant training, that an 
army consisting of a people in arms will be impos- 
sible. In fact we may find ont by and bye thata 
comparatively small standing army of carefully se- 
lected men, the flower of the oation, highly skilled 
in all manly exercises, io all military arts, and kept 
in a constant state of perfect training, is a more ef- 
fective weapon for fighting purposes than the slow- 
moving and more or less unwieldy armies of the 
present day. Itis only by a deep study of military 
history, of the military arts and sciences in all their 
phases, that the heaven-born genius can be con- 
verted into the successful commander. Not even 
Jomuini was more thoroughly conversant with all the 
great campaigns of Cesar, Hannibal, Turenne, Marl- 
borougb, and Frederick the Great than Napoleon 
was. Yet what is the lesson the history of the 
American war teavhes us? All those whose names 
will be forever remembered 19 connection with it 
by the English-speaking race throughout the world 
were educated soldiers. Lee and Grant, Stonewall 
Jackson, Sherman, McClellan, Sheridan, Longstreet, 
Johnston avd Hill, and a host of others, whose 
names are and will long be household words in their 
own States, were all graduates of West Point, that 
most excellent of military colleges.

would seem to indicate a condition arising from insufficient 
or impro food or lack of physical exercise, or possibi 
both. ith the view therefore of improving the physica 
condition of the troops, and especially of the Infantry, in 
this department, the months of September and October 
will be devoted to the work of field exercise, and it may 
in some instances be continued, without limit of time, where 
the troops are favorably located. Great care sbould be ex- 
ercised for the physical improvement of commands, both 
by officers in charge and medical officers, and reports will 
be made by both to these headquarters regarding results. 
Commanding officers and medica! officers will also mention 
io their reports any injurious influences at present existing 
affecting the physical condition of the troops and suggest 
remedies therefor. The accompanying memoranda circular is 
furnisned as suggesting a system of exercise which, if fol- 
lowed, will improve the heaith, strength and efficiency of

Referring to matters at the post when Gen. Brad 
comman Jed it in 1819 the Times says: “Allis changed. 
Discipline is not let down in a well regulated garri- 
son by any means. Those who run against it serve 
their time in the guard house brigade, who daily po- 
lice the post of offensive material or, iu light march- 
ing order, with rake and hoe, ornament the grounds, 
undera guard with delegated autbority ata shoulder. 
Within the last year an executive building, 104x42 
feet, bas been erected at tbe eutrance of No. 1 gate, 
where all of the official quarters of the regiment are 
to be found: also a library and military schoolroom 
on the same floor. Above, and runving the whole 
length of the building, is Dodge hall, beantifully 
fitted up with stage scenery. brilliantly lighted up 
with chandeliers, as occasion requires, equaily for 
the men on their evenings, as for the officers and 
their families and guests. A new feature has been 
introduced by Col. Dodge. in front of each of the 
officer’s quarters are enclosed grass plots and pri- 
vate gardens, running down to the main walk; se- 
curing privacy from inquisitive visitors and all the 
advantages of home life,

CASTING THE STERNPOST OF THE MAINE. 
PitrssurG, Pa., Sept. 17. 

THE largest Bessemer steel castiug ever attempted 
anywhere in the world is believed to have been suc- 
cessfully made for the Goverpment’s new war sbip 
Maine, et the works of the Pittsburg Steel-Casting 
Company, this afternoon. This mass of metal is in- 
tended to serve as the sternpost of the warship now 
building at the Brooklyn Navy-yard for the Gov- 
ernment. Itisan “I,”-shaped affair, the two arms 
measuring respectively 26 and 13 feet. Portions of 
the casting are 42 inches thick. To fill the mold 
called for 11 tons of stee!, 22,000 pounds, and the fin- 
ished casting will weigh 18,000 pounds, nearly 400 
pounds more than the steel zun recently cast at this 
establishment. Two ladles, one containing 9 tons 
and the other 2 tons, were drained into the mold in 
the short time of 1 minute 14% seconds. 

The utwost skill and celerity were necessary. Su- 
perintendeut Hainsworth ordered each to take 
part in a little treat after the pouring had been fin- 
ished. Lieuts. Arnold and Force represented the 
vovernment, and inspected the work at every stage’ 
of its continuance, It will require five weeks to 
finish the sternpost, and when mounted on a car for 
shipment Hast the casting will extend from a few 
inches of the ties to within 4 inches of the roofs of 
the railway tunnela.

She left at 2 o’clock for the Patuxent River, bound 
for Norfolk. The Vixen carrying the Admiral’s flag, 
arrived at the Norfolk Yard Sept. 18. The Admiral 
was de’ayed two days by bad weather and on Mon- 
day started down the bay. A big wave broke over 
the little craft and broke the rudder, besides strair« 
ing some of the timbers in tbe stern, causing her to 
leak badly.

ASHINGTON, D.C.—A Lady, educating children of 
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SunDaAy, Sept. 16, wasa red letter day in the his- 
tory of Paso del Norte, the Mexican town opposite 
El Paso. Besides being the celebration of the sev- 
enty- eighth anniversary of Mexican independence, 
the day was made memorable by the unveiling of a 
monument and bust of the patriot, President Be- 
nito Juarez. The bust was presented to the munici 
pality by President Diez. Paso del Norte is raised 
to the rank of “city,” and its name changed to the 
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NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 

Mr. CLEVELAND, in his first message three 
years ago, said: ‘The cofitiction is forced upon 
us with the certainty of a mathematical demonstra- 
tion, that we need a thoroughly reorganized Navy 
Department.” If this statement needs any justifi- 
cation, it may be found in the admirable paper read 
by Rear Admiral Luce before the Naval Institute 
and published in the last number of the Proceedings. 
It is to be heped that the subject thus prominently 
brought forward may not be allowed to rest until 
there shall be the reform in the conduct of our na- 
val administration that is so greatly needed. IE 
that reform is not to be in exact accordance with 
the principles laid down in this paper, yet it should 
be upon some such general lines. Impressed as he 
undoubtedly was with the intense conservatism mani- 
fested by officers of all grades and corps in the Navy, 
Secretary Chandler recognized that nothing could be 
done unless this dead weight could in some way be 
overcome; therefore in his report for 1884 (in speak- 
ing of another matter) he used the following words: 
‘Tt is clear that the movement toward reform, if 
it is to have any vitality, must receive a stim- 
ulus and encouragement in the service itself. 
If the officers do not put forth the effort nobody 
else will.” It is therefore the service which must 
be held largely responsible if no change is made in 
the existing state of affairs. To the large majority 
of officers the general subject of the naval admin- 
istration asit exists, is necessarily a terra incognita; 
and a careful perusal of Admiral Luce’s paper will 
supply the answer to the question so frequently 
heard, ‘‘ Why don’t they do so and so in Washing- 
ton ?” 

The sketch given of naval administration in 
England and France is concise and yet sufficiently 
complete to furnish a lesson by which others may 
well profit. The brief allusion to our own Board 
of Navy Commissioners, existing from 1815 to 1842, 
shows conclusively the advantages of that system 
over the present, and also the defects under which 
it labored and which caused its eventual collapse. 
The illustrations given by Admiral Luce of the fail- 
ure of the Bureau system, as it now exists, are 
admirable, and might readily be supplemented by 
many others from the every-day experience of the 
last quarter of acentury. It is well that attention 
should be directed to the fact that the not uncom- 
mon belief, even in the Navy itself, that the bureau 
system ‘“‘saccessfully carried the Navy through 4 
great war” is entirely incorrect; for, as the Admiral 
says, “‘under the pressure of the great national 
crisis, the Department changed its organization in 
the direction suggested by theory, only to relapse 
when the pressure was removed.” It certainly speaks 
very badly for the business tact of a nation which 
is accustomed to boast of its possession to an un- 





usual degree, that such a state of affairs should be 
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allowed to continue; if the organization of the 

Navy Department is such that it would go to pieces 

at the first note of war (and this would seem to be 
indubitable) certainly the Navy is not doing its 
duty to the country and to the Congress, if it con- 
tinue to allow things to drift in their present aim- 
less fashion without a protest. It is to the Navy 
that members of Congress look as experts to say 
What is needed; and when the crisis comes (as come 
it miust at somie tinie) there will be a wholesale 
sweeping from power and place of those who have 
upheld a system which must inevitably be con- 
signed toa merited and unregretted ob-curity. One 
can easily see where objections would be made to the 
“principles” laid down by the admiral; and that 
they would be almost entirely of a personal nature. 
“How would such and such a thing as is proposed 
affect me ¢” would be'the first question, and ‘‘How 
my corps ?” the second, if we may take the past his- 
tory of the Navy as an exemplar. It is just this 
personal view of legislation that has been the bane 
of the Navy from its very birth, and unless public 
considerations can be made to override personal 
ones (as undoubtedly they should do) the latter will 
continue to prevail. That this should not be the 
case is of course true, but it will require broad, gen 

erous views of men and things to prevail to a 
greater extent than now to have a different course 
pursued. Secretary Whitney has done something 
toward a better administration of the Department, 
but there is much more to be done. It lies within 
the power of any Secretary to so divide the duties of 
the Department as to provide for a distinct separa- 
tion of many of the civil and military functions, 
but some change in the fundamental law is needed 
to make the scheme hold together with harmony. 
The Institute has invited a full and free discussion 
of the paper in question, and it is to be hoped that 
such will take place and that both the opponents 
and the champions of the present system (?) may be 
heard. 














SHORT RANGE FIRE. 


Masor C. B. Mayne, R. E., whose work we no- 
ticed last week, contrihutes an article to the Sep- 
tember number of ‘‘Colburn’s U. Service Maga- 
zine,” in which he says: ‘‘ But it is in short-range 
fire that nerve most tells. Most of us imagine that 
individual accuracy increases greatly as the range 
decreases, because we see that this is the case at 
target practice. In batile, on the other hand, ex- 
perience shows that the reverse is the case; indi- 
vidual accuracy tells more at the long and medium 
ranges than at the short ones, because at the former 
the man is cool and collected and can aim; he is 
farther from danger and is not so fatigued and per- 
haps blown by exertion and affected by the recoil 
of the rifle. The Germans in 1870-71, and the 
Russians in 1877-78, both declare that their losses 
decreased as the ranges decreased, and the same 
thing has occurred with us in our Afghan, Zulu, 
and Scudan wars, in which the enemy, armed only 
with sword and spear, came right up to our firing 
lines. In all our Soudan actions we read of the 
enemy being shot down at 50 or 30 yards of our 
squares, that is by the bullets in the rising part of 
their trajectories. In no other way can we account 
for an onewy, armed only with swords and spears, 
being able to reach a line of trained soldiers armed 
with the Mactini-Henri. Evidently the same faults 
occurred in the Boer War, and account for the bad 
shooting of our men there. Something must evi- 
dently be done to increase the efficacy of fire at 
short rapges when, as we and continental armies 
have tound, accuracy fails. This ‘something’ cun- 
sists in a mechanical improvement of the weapon, 
giving it a higher muzzle velocity, a lower trajec- 
tory, and a greater rapidity of fire—allowing of a 
mechanical use of the weapon—as far as possible 
independent of the nerves of the man using it, that 
is, requiring no adjustment of sights, and hence no 
estimation of the range and no accurate aiming 
With a fine sight; in a mechanical lowering of the 
trajectory, by aiming at the foot of the objective, 
and by a mechanical control—called fire discipline, 
the result of routine—which allows, as far as pos- 
sible, the direction and control of the fire at all 
stages, and consequently of its best use. Men can 
only fire off their rifles with the best ehance of bit- 
ting so long as they remain cool and collected. To 
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ensure this as long as possible all foreign armies are 
devoting extraordinary attention to fire discipline 
and control, by means of working the men in small 
groups. To enable field firing to be carried out 
efficiently, camps of instruction are very necessary 
on our waste lands, and the methods that should 
be used in field firing should be practiced on the 
ordinary ranges, instead of so much individual 
firing as is now practiced. The long delays which 
tire and disgust men so on the practice range while. 
waiting their turn to fire, would be in great part 
avoided, themen would go to the butts more wil- 
lingly, and officers and non-commissioned officers 
would receive a better training in the direction of 
the fire that would be employed on the battlefield, 
while the men would be trained in the kind of fire 
they would have to use in the field.” 








AN IMAGINATIVE CONGRESSMAN. 


In the ‘* North American Review ” for September 
Mr. Lloyd S. Bryce, M. C. from New York, con- 
tributes a humorous, but somewhat sarcastic, arti- 
cle on ‘‘ The Lonely Sentinel,” stationed at the giant 
fortress on the island of East Key, off the coast of 
Florida. Sergeant McKenna is the name of this 
lonesome personage, and he is described as both 
garrison and commander, and as being a soldier 
every inch of him, with a high sense of his daties. 
Though all alone, he is punctual at evening parades, 
says Mr. Bryce; at stated intervals calls out the 
guard to himself, and regularly on Sundays has 
dress inspection of himself. The article goes on 
to allege that a member of Congress once sailing by 
East Key was struck by the lavish oxtravagance of 
Uncle Samuel in maintaining a garrison at this dis- 
tant point, and on his return to Washington de- 
manded an investigation. A commission, it is said, 
went down at $5,000 per year each man, sat on 
Sergeant McKenna, and since they could not very 
well cut him off, they cut off his powder. It is sad 
to learn that Sergeant McKenna is not only losing 
his spirits but is losing his flesh by reason of bis 
utter loneliness; but, pathetically remarks the 
author, there is something grand in the spectacle 
of this poor old man standing by the Government 
that has so cruelly neglected him, “tattered and 
torn, hungry and sorrowful, the butt of ridicule for 
all men—and yet some $136,000,000 of surplus.” 
‘‘There he stands, a monument of the generosity of 
a great people, especially suggestive at this very 
moment, when fortification bills and army bills 
have to struggle so hard for mere consideration on 
the floors of Congress.” 

It is painful to us to throw cold wateron Mr. 
Bryce’s eloqaept presentation of this sad case, but 
the truth must be told. The U. 8. Government has 
no ‘‘giant fortress” on the island of East Key, and 
does not bear on its Army rolls as stationed there, 
or anywhere near there, a sergeant of the name of 
McKenna. If there were such a sergeant there, 
Mr. Bryce’s report that he is ‘‘ tattered and torn” 
would be useful information for the military au- 
thorities, whose duty it would then be to see that 
his ample clothing allowance provided him with the 
uniform which all ordnance sergeants at ungarris- 
oned forts are required to wear, and required as well 
to maintain the d‘gnity of their country, not only in 
their personal appearance, but in the appearance of 
the public domain under their charge.

There is nothing to be discovered, so there cannot 
be a discovery. Now, if the yarn had been the other 
way about, and were told that the secret (?) of the 
Brennan torpedo—for which the country is to pay 
through the nose,and are spending hundreds of 
pounds in enabling the inventor to perfect his 
machine—had been published in America, there 
might have been some truth aad substance in it. 
Over there they publish all these matters in the 
most open way,and we should not read long tirades 
about the lack of coast defence if any torpedo se- 
crets existed which were worth dollars; besides 
apy one with the annual reports of the 
Secretary for War and the Admiral of the 
Navy before him, can see for himself what 
has been done ia the matter of experiment- 
ing with torpedoes, their result, and cost.” 
if there is anything to be discovered in the defen- 
sive appliances of our War Department it is iv the 
fixed torpedoes for channel uses, the iron caissons 
for which are made for the Engineer Corps by T. F. 
Rowland and Co., of the Continental [ron Works, 
Brooklyn. These caissons are shown to vis- 
itor, and there is apparently no feature of the pro- 
duetion to be kept secret. Thereare, however, very 
essential points in the general system illustrated at 
Willet’s Poiuot that bave never been communicated 
to officers of other countries and are, indeed, little 
understood by our own Army outside of the Engin~ 
eer Corps. The caissons referred tu, though not ua- 
hke others in appearance, are shaped by special 
process and welded so perfectly that a juncture of 
edges is imperceptible, and it is conceded by Euro- 
pean experts that in strength ard symmetry of con- 
struction they are better than their own plant turn 
out. The corrugated furnace flues that are now used 
in our new war ships and by the more recent uddi' 
tious to the merchant marine are also made at the 
Continental Works, by special machines and pro- 
cesses, and are preferred to the English tubes of 
Leeds manufacture. Within the last six years sev- 
eral applications have been made to the Continental 
Works by repreventatives of foreign powers for es | 
timates of torpedo eaissons and appliances, and have 
been declined, with the answer that such applica- 
tions could not be entertained without instructions 
to that effect from the U. 8. War Department. 








A Loypon correspondent of the New York Times 
quotes “a distinguished British officer” as writing 
to a private friend on the death of General Sheridan 
as follows: “ My conviction is while Sheridan was 
every inch a soldier he was not a cavalry officer and 
had no idea of how cavalry as cavalry are and can 
be usefulin war.

On the Continent, says a recent London despatch, 
everything 1s subordinated to the immense military 
manceuvres. Practically half the Princes of Europe 
are playing at mimic warfare. Those who bave no 
armies of their own are visiting the camps of those 
who have. Never before has such a colossal massing 
of troops occurred in time of peace. There are 
rumors that the French cavalry is not so good as 
had been hoped.

The company was 
formed to manufacture Dr. R. J. Gatling’s new and 
improved steel cast cannon, which bas attracted at- 
tention in military and naval circles here and else- 
where. This gun is designed for fortifications, the 
field and the Navy. The patents of Dr. Gatling 
cover many new points in ordnance, and they are 
secured in this country and abroad. Hisadmixture 

{ alloy with the fluid steel is novel in its peculiar 
Formation of bronze and other wetals, which ure 

tended with such wonderful skill of chemical pro- 
cess that whea the metals have properly pooled and 
adhered from their fluid state they become solid, 
close and combined, and in every weak point the 
proner, adjustment of the carbon controls the cast- 

ugs, closing up all blow-holes and crevices, which 
insures the safety of the gun. The gun is cast with 
a tube, which accomplishes the cooling process in a 
short time. The works for the construction of 
Gatling’s guns will be located near Philadelphia, 
probably at Chester. It is understood that the work 
of construction will commence as soon az possible, 
under the personal direction of the inventor, and 
that the capital stock of the company will be raised 
to $5,000,000.

The law gives him full discretion 
in the premises, and be intends to satisfy himseif 
without regard to the wishes of people in the depart- 
ment. He will not appoint a board of naval officers 
to advise and help him, but will determine the type 
of vessels to be constructed himself, and if be bas no 
plans alresdy in bis perpaeee which meet his ap- 
proval he will direct that they be prepared in avcord- 
ance with his ideas.

THE GALENA AT HAYTI. 


In 8 letter dated U. 8. S. Galena, at sea, Sept. 10, 
Commander C, M. Chester, commanding the C. S. 8. 
Galena, bas made a report to the Navy Departmen: 
1n regard to his recent cruise to Hayti. He says he 
arrived at Port au Prince Aug. 31 and immediately 
we bimself in communication with the Minieter 

esident, and from him and others learned the con- 
dition of affairs, which are described substantially 
as they bave beeo reported. When it was apparent 
that a crisis was imminent, President Salamon sent 
for the American Minister, who appeared to have 
beer on intimate terms with his Excellency, told 
bim his fears, and urged him tosend for two men- 
of-war. The result was a cablegram to the State 
Department, Weshington, asking for vessels and 
stating ‘situation critical.” H. B. M. steamers Can- 
ada aud Wrangler, as well as two French men-of- 
war (the Bisson aud Du Coedic) were in port at the 
time, but the President evidently preferred to rely 
on the friencsbip of the United States Government 
in this emergency. 

When Salamon fied, Boisrand Cana, an ex-Presid- 
ent of the Republie, quietly took charge of the reivs 
of Government, his autLority being recognized by 
common consent. Ex Senator Legetim was re- 
called from Jamacia, whither he had been banished 
by Salamon, and put in nomination for the Presid- 
ency by bis vonstitutency of the southern portion of 
the island. As far as can learn the only real 
danger to life or property occurred during the feu 
de jois of the troops on the landing of this exile, 
Then a grand salute took place from all arms. There 
being no blank cartridges for the muskeis, fixed 
ammunition was used for an indeinite period, the 
firing generally taking place intheair. The result 
can be well imagined. The smallest estimate I be- 
lieve is 5 killed and 25 wounded. Even the men-of- 
war in the harbor came in for their share of the 
danger, several shots having struck their decks. 
Comdr. Chester details au interview he had wiih the 
Provisional President on Sept. 5, in which the latter 
referred to the pleasant relations which existed be- 
tween his Government and that of the United 
States, and expressed a hope for their continuance. 
He said that owing to maladmivistration it became 
necessary to depose the ex-President, but it had 
been done quietly aud without bloodshed; that the 
question of anew President and a change in the 
Constitution had been submitted to the people, and 
an election would take place on Oct. 10; that ia the 
meantime everything was quiet in the Republic and 
he felt assured would remain so. Comdr. Chester 
saijin reply that he believed he expressed the senti- 
ments of his Government in congratulating the 
people of Hayti that such important events had oc- 
curred witbout loss of life. Comdr. Chester believes 
that if the Galena bad been in port, a request would 
~~ been made to transport the ex-President to 

a. 

The abdication seems to have been a very quiet 
affair, and the foreigners have little to fear from 
avy quarter; In fact, great deference was shown to 
them, and he heard of no American citizens whose 
interests had been seriously threatened. He saysa 
national convention: will be beld Oct. 10 for the 
election of a President, and suggests that the United 
States might send a man-of-war there about that 
time. The following vessels were iu Port au Prince 
onthe Sth: H. B.M. S. Wrangler, Spanish gunboat 
Sanchez Barcair, and Haytien gunboats Dessaline 
and Toussant. 








THE N. Y. Sun says: “Some surprise was mani 
feasted at tbe Navy-yard, Sept. 19, on the receipt by 
Capt. Ramsay, commanding the cruiser Boston, of 
orders for that vessel to be ready for sea within ten 
days. It was said that her destination is the coast of 
Central America. This was looked upou as signifi- 
cant, coming simultaneously with the appearance of 
the Secretary of the Treasury's order with regard to 
the discrimination made against U. S. vessels by the 
Government of Costa Rica. This order commands 
officers of customs to see toit that all cargoes of 
Costa Rican vesseis entering the United States shall 
be subjected to discriminatiou duties levied by tne 
act of March 3, 1883, in view of Costa Rica’s allowing 
all vessels, otber than those of the United States, 
trading bet ween Costa Rica and United States peris, 
a rebate of 5 per cent. of the customs dues and cer- 
tain privileges as to port charges.”’ 


A BILL to authorize the President to appoint Gen. 
William 8. Rosecrans a Brigadier. General on the re- 
tired list of the Army was introduced by Senator 
Mandereon on Monday. Senator Manderson also in- 
troduced a bill providing that any bonurably dis- 
ebarged soldier or sailor in the late war who has

THE CREEDMOOR FALL MEETING. 


WE gave a report last week of the seven watches 
completed at Creedmoor before we went to press.

Capt. T. W. Griffith made it ar 500 
ardsin 1880 and J. H. Brown at 600 yards in 1882. 
be full score of 75in fifteen shots have been made 
at 890 yards by J. S. Sumner, (twice); W. H. Jackson,

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NEW YORK SEVENTH AND TWELFTH REGIMENTS. 
48 DESCRIBED BY A TRAVELLING ENGLISHMAN, 


{Correspondence of the London Army and Navy Gazette.) 

Atatime when the War Ottice is taking steps to 
organize and improve the English Velunteers by 
the formation of brigades and appointment of brig- 
adiers, it may be interesting to stay-at-home Eng- 
lisbmen to have some idea of the extent to which 
the United States has developed its defence sysiem, 
For the purpose in :view, | cannot do better, per- 
haps, than give you a short account of a visit I have 
lately made with this object to the “ armories” 
(headquarters) of two of the volunteer regiments 
which in New York form the National Guard, and 
which are recruited, maintained, and exercised 
tmuch under the same system as Our own volunteers, 
‘with the same enthusiasm, with greater prodigality, 
and With at least an equal success, as far as a visitor 
‘cat judge. The 7ih iment of the New York 
State National Guard is entirely drawn, officers and 
privates, from young men of good, often the best 
position, and invariably of large means. The de- 
parture of this regiment for the War of Secession 
was one of the most striking episodes in New York 
at that time, for although the rezgiment was never 
actively engaged, aud was employed in the sober 
duty of garrisoving Fort Federal! in the Union lines, 
the departure of over 1,000 of the best of New York 
youth was an earnest of Northern determination to 
prevail, a discouragement to a gallant but losing 
ea ise, and an event which, like the last plague o 
Egvpt, drew a son from every bouse in certain quar- 
ters, and moved at once the spirit and the feeling of 
the people. It is a matter of pride for sons to foilow 
theic fathers through a hovorable career of service 
in the 7th Regiment, which is in itself a club and 
voucher of good position. Traditions and memo- 
viais are jealously preserved, and the whole fiod a 
sbelcer in a magoificent “armory,” erected at the 
vost of the regiment itself forasum of about £70,000, 
ue lam informed, and being constantly added to 
and beautified. To describe this building will be in 
greut measure to portray theregiment. TheState of 
New York considers its National Guard raised en- 
tirely for service within the State in ordinary times, 
as a means of pee possible civic aisorder. The 
armory, then, of each regiment 1s partially fortified 
for defence against a mob, loopholed, provided with 
heavy doors, stored with ammunition, and, in the 
case of the 7th, includes a battery of four hand- 
drawn howitzers for sweeping the strvets, and a re- 
serve kitchen, excellently appointed, from whence 
the whole corps of 1,000 men could be victualled at 
very short notice. 

The feature of the building is that each company 
possesses a large room of its own, most handsomely 
upholstered and furnished, some in oak and ma- 
hogany, others in walnut. Round the walls of each 
of these 10 100ms are the lockers belonging to each 
man.of the company, and containing the whole of 
his uniform and kit. Above these lockers are paint- 
ings, memorials, suits of armor, standards, etc. The 
records of the company are kept also, and the 
prizes won at the various competitions for mus- 
ketry, skill at arms, eic. There is generally a piano, 
and each room js finished in one style—generally 
Jacobean, or late Tudor, [ shoula say—by eminent 
firms, and the least gorgeous of them would not 
disgrace a palace. It is the English mese-club sys- 
tem applied to the company. Bes‘des these, there 
are similar rooms and suites of rooms for * the Field 
und Staff Officers,” ‘“‘the Company Officers,” “the 
Board Room,” “the Memorial Room,” “tbe Cul- 
onel,” “the Adjutant,” “the Non-Commissioned 
Staff,” “the Veterans,” or older members (a sort of 
* Senior”), and for the band and drums, after their 
kinds; libraries, gymnasia, and endless squad drill 
rooms, lavatories, and every convenience—the whole 
warmed by steam. All the bed-cots are stored ready 
for use, and the arms are iu glass-covered racks in 
their appointed places, and are kept in urder by a 
staff oF men maintained for the purpose—Reminc- 
tons with polished barrels and triangular bayonet. 
The quartermaster has bis quarters and store with 
eaddlery, etc.: and the whole camp equipment and 
transport exists,I am told, in the Government or 
State arsenals, and can be issued at short notice. 
The men are all provided with the old square pack, 
and the uniform is of French gray, cut in the style 
of French Imperial times, say 1852. The drill-hall 
of the 7th Regiment is on a proportiona) style, 
about 250 feet by 300 feet. One of its nsesis to hold 
12 lawn-teuvnis courts, and races of 100 yards are run 
transversely from corner to corner when sports are 
held. The whole ball is surrounded by tiers of gal- 
Terie, for a battalion drill isa thing to be seen by 
the fair sex, and the New Yorker is not made to live 
alone, or, iu fact, to drill or do anything else alone, as 
far as can be dged, being rather French in this re- 
spect. If St. Pancras Railway Station were handed 
over, say, to the llth Middlesex, and an unlimited 
order given to Maple to furnish all the rooms like 
Windsor Castle, and board over the station proper, 
you would get an idea of the 7th’s armory. 

‘Lhe 12th Regimental Armory, which I also visited, 
differed only slightly in size, and was less magnifi- 
eceut, costing only about £30,000, which the State 
had vided. In the case of the 12th, the officers 
are of better social standing than the rank and file. 
The regiment js in ev way excellent, and as well 
appointed as the 7th. e drill is somewhat similar 
to that of our own cavalry drill. There are ra 
elaborate words of command for the transition from 
column to line, ete., and effect is much stugied. The 
manual also differs somewhat, but these are trifles. 
One does not look for high practical experience in 
the volunteers of a city long since at peace with 
every one; but one movement which is practiced 
struck me as practical. A column of companies 
(close or open) is ordered to advance down a wide 
street or boulevard in a diaturbed city. The marks- 
men or sbarpsbooters alone oorseg the foot-walks, 
and keep down fire from upper windows. On reach- 
ing each crogs-street the leading company wheels 
balf-company outwards aud fires down the cross- 
streets, ‘‘keepine the front” until the near com- 
pany of the colump has by. This is rather a 
pretty movement, and would only be possible with 
us if we went into Waterloo Place at 3 in the morn- 
i, You can do it in New York easily enough. 

bad omitted to say tbat each armory bas in the 
basement a rifle-gallery about 100 yards long, where 
500-yard sights can be used with service rifle but re- 
duced cartridge, and target to scale, lit by elec- 
tricity of course, with electrical signals, eto, The 











last point which I was enabled to tiotice during 4 
short visit was the system of incentives, hovors, a 

rewards. These are on a somewhat prodigal stale 
for a people avowedly Republican and averse to 
pomp and pride; but patureis stronger than sys- 
tem, and man craves fof fathe of some kind. A 
marksman receives n medal; each year that he 
shoots into mafksman’s place adds a bar, which 
enabies many a soldier to carry on a crimson ribbon 
asimilar decoration to that of a General, who bad 
been through the whole Peninsula Campaign. A 
decoration is given for long service. Decoratiotus 
are grapted by the State, by the regitment, by thé 
company even. When a soldier dies his locker is 
éraped in biack, or, if well known and of long ser- 
vice, the company-room is placed altogether in 
mourning. Nothing can be said against any incen- 
tive to pride in the position of a soldier, which must 
always be difficult to keep up in peace. Church ser- 
vices and parades are frequent, and a sort of com- 
bination skirmish and lark seems to be a frequent 
company excursion into the country. While at drill 
the whole of the officers and men work hard, and 
steadiness under arms is given tts due consideration. 
Lack of precision, smartness, or cadence is severely 
reprobated, more by opinion than any actual pao. 
ishment; but to fail in these particulars (especially 
before the ladies) is a source of shame to the delin- 
quent. These were wy impressions during two days’ 
visit to the 7th and 12th giments, and, imperfect 
as they must be, they way be of interest to our vol- 
unteer soldiers and others. 1 should say that neither 
the adjutant nor avy of the officers are drawn from 
the Recular Army, except as arare accident; the 
eer my is entirely the work of unpaid en- 

usiasta.

THE last annual muster and inspection of the Na- 
tional Guard of New Jersey showed that the force 
consisted of 306 commissioned officers and 3,693 en- 
listed men, a total of 3,999 officers and men, viz., 53 
companies of infantry, two Gatling gun companies, 
and one company of sea coast artillery—the whole 
organized into seveu regiments, three battalions, 
and comprising two brigades and one division. 
Brig.-Gen. W. S. Stryker in his last anrgual report 
advised that the 128 men in the gun detachments, or 
100 other men to be detailed from the Ime, be in- 
structed in some of tae fortifications around New 
York Harbor, in the handling and firing of heavy 
pane. In case of a foreign war New Jersey would 

e expected to take care of her own shore land on 
the harbor of New York, and to do this she sbould 
bave some men at Jeast competent to fire heavy 

uus and to instruct others iv the handling of them. 

n reference to State encampments, Gen. Stryker 
suys: “ Perbapsit would be well if still greater at 
tention were given to the skirmish drill, to firing on 
the skirmish line, to t'.rowing up of rifle pits, to 
erecting cover against au enemy, and, indeed, to any 
method by which the force may gain knowledge of 
a practical kind. Less uf were ceremonies and wore 
of the instruction | have stated would make our en- 
campments more interesting to the men and more 
productive of good to the service. And here let me 
remark,” continues Gen. Stryker, “‘ without desiring 
a discussion on the subject and without attempting 
to question tbe earnest motive and great practical 
wisdom of a high military authority, that it 1s quite 
doubtful whether the Guard would receive with 
favor the placing of its encampment under the con- 
trol, direction, and entire expeuse of the General 
Goveroment. Our people seem to be willing to bear 
the expense incident to the discipling of a force 
upon which they can rely in extreme moments. We 
have never sought for any direct control of our 
force or of our camps by officers of rank of the Gen- 
eral Government, uor do [ think that while we have 
in commission in this State general officers and regi- 
mental and battalion officers who have seen much 
of hard service in the Civil War, that they will for 
one moment consent to waive the responsibilities 
and duties of their office and substitute in their 
room and placean officer of the General Govern- 
ment who may, perchance, in war times have com- 
manded a company, and who never up to this hour 
has had a thousand men under his direct control. 
Our brigade inspectors are very competent to make 
all inspections required by our law, and no request 
has as yet been made by our State authorities for 
an inspector from the Regular Army. Iam not one 
of those who think that our National Guard as at 
present constructed is expected or will be required, 
unless in a dire necessity and for a very brief period, 
to leave the bounds of this State. A large peroent- 
age of our men would make splendid officers, fit to 
command newly-recruited organizations, and while 
1 desire to see the men instructed up to the highest 
aay point for service in New Jersey, it is also 

or the purpose of making them competent to in- 
arect others in case of war beyond our own State 

nes.”

OHIO NATIONAL GUARD. 


For the first time in the history of the State the 
entire National Guard bas been eucamped together. 
The camp was located about six miles northeast 
from Columbus; 450 acres were reuted for the pur- 
pose. The greater part of the ground was free from 
trees or other obstructions, wouds covering the 
outer edge on three sides. The men were encamped 
in a semi-circular form near the edge of the woods, 
leaving a large and most beautiful parade ground. 
The excellence of the grounds was a subject of gen- 
eral comment. The water was good and abundant. 

The Guard comprises 86 companies of infantry, 
organized into 10 regiments and 1 battalion, and 1 
unattached company, 1 troop of cavalry, 8 light bat- 
teries of artillery organized 1n ore regiment. The 
entire Guard numbers about 5,700, of which about 
5,200 were in camp, avproximating 90 per cent. 

The health of the men was unusually good. Two 
men died suddenly from heart trouble; these were 
the only casualties. The food was good and abund- 
aut, and well cooked, with few exceptions. 

The tents were put up in advance by details from 
each regiment. An abundance of straw and wood 
was furnished. Nearly all the regiments own tent 
floors made in sections and took them with them. 

The weather was all that could be desired; a rain 
fell the morning of the second day, cooling the air 
and preventing dust. 





The encampment Insted from Sept. 4 to 13, inclu 
sive. Thé Gathp was ubdef the immediate Command 
Of Adjt.s<Gen. Axliue, with Major W. L. Kellogg, 
U. 8S. A., as A. A.G. There was no brigade organi- 
zation, except one dress parade by brigades. The 
rezimental unit for work was qu‘te closely pre- 
served, aud the encampment came near being a gen- 
eral encampment by regiments, there being division 
formations cnly for parade. 

The officers and men were generally, well pleased 
with the epoatn pth nt, Guafd duty was never bet= 
ter done by the Obid Guard, and the discipline 
showed a steady advance.

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Tae report of Bric. General Elbert Wheeler, Iu- 
spe:tor General, on the State Camp, is published in 
G. O. No. 9, A. G. ., State of New Hampshire. He 
Save: 

The infantry organizations reached camp before 
12 o’ecl.ck noon. The artillery, in obedleuce to spec- 
tal lustructions, warcbed from Manhchest'r, leaving 
there early iu the morning, arriving in about six 
hours’ time, in good order. The cavalry marched 
across country also, leaving Peterborough at 2 
o'clock A.M., and arriving in camp at 10.30 P. M., 
baving made the 45 miles in 15 hours’ marching 
time. lt was expected that they would bivouac over 
night en route, but Capcain Smith, who was a vet- 
eran cavalryman, found his cowmand ip such good 
condition as night approacbed that it was deemei 
best to keep on. Every man was present, and, as 
was also the case in the battery, no horse or man 
was found to suffer materially from the experience. 
In both organizations the expressions were unani- 
mously in commendation of the method pursued. 

The War Department was again represented by 
Gen. R. H. Jackson, Major 5th U.S. Art., much to 
the pleasure of all. 

One improvement in the daily routine was that 
requiring setting-up drill for 15 minutes in every 
organization before breaking ranks from the re- 
veille roll-call. Where this instruction was intelli- 
gently given. good results were manifest from it. 
Another noteworthy change was the shortening of 
the time between calls, with a view to baving the 
two hours’ drill in the forenoon end earlier, before 
the midday heat should become oppressive. Again, 
the calls for brigade dress parade were so arranged 
as to provide time immediately following for regi- 
mental parade. successively. The whole plan 
seemed to meet general approval, and was deemed a 
success. 

The usual excellent record of health of the brig- 
ade was again made. Sanitary requirements of 
sinks, cook- houses, and_.general police were weil ob- 
served; even better, if possible, than ever before. 
The infantry having just been furnished with new 
uniforms, strictly of the Army pattern, the appear- 
ance of the brigade in that respect was wonderfully 
improved, so that the State now hasa force appar- 
ently uniformed for service. 

The attendance was not generally creditable. 
There is a very serious defect somewhere io our 
system, which practically allows every wan to be 
his owp judge as to whether heshall attend encamp- 
ments or not, though, usuatly, | believe, under the 
spur of the heel of employers, who selfishly and 
sbortsightedly object. |The attendance was out 
of 1,335, a percentage of 79. I. was 73 per ct. in 1887, 
and 77 in 1835.—Eb.] 

The discipline was most excellent. The spirit and 
purpose of the brigade were unmistakably towards 
cheerful performance of the duties prescribed and 
the observavce of military courtesies. Special 
credit ig due 10 respect to the latter. It was far su- 
perior to that observed in former years. 

Guard duty in general was a great credit to the 
sentinels ou post, as well as to the officers and the 
special instructor, Capt. A. N. Dow, A. D. C. 1 have 
never seen it so well understood in ary New Hamp- 
ebire camp. Military sigvailing received faithful at- 
tention as usual, under charge of the Actiog Sigoal 
Officer, Captain A. N." Dow, A. D. (., the working 
detachment being a detail of men belonging to Co. 
A, lst lof. They are well qualified for valuable ser- 
vice. 

The hours for drill were faithfully used in skir- 
mish, compauy, battalion, and brigade movements. 
Good iustruction was generally given by officers in 
charge, pas Ran was plainly perceptible. Pa- 
rades, brigade and regimental, were very creditable 
indeed. Battalion and brigade formations were 
made in quick time and good order, though occa- 
sionally flank companies, in their zeal to be prompt, 
were brought on co the line in advunce even of the 
companies on which they were to dress, which, of 
course, was a positive error, easily corrected with a 
httle observation and good judgment. 

The review by His Excellency Governor Sawyer, 
was very creditable. Alignments were good, ranks 
fairly well closed and steadiness commendable. 

After the review one of those manceuvres known 
since remote ages and properly denominated as 
“sham fights’? was presented. Much ammunition 
was used, and it was doubtless interesting to many; 
but its real value as u means of educating the troops, 
in - opinion, is imexpressibly small. If fixed am- 
munition of the same value could have been used un- 
der proper direction in target practice, it would 
have been of much greater utility. This branch of 
instruction was entirely neglected, principally 
a the absence of the Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
t 


The artillery did its usual good service with ex- 
ceeding great credit to itself. Drills were spirited 
and in good form, guard duty was well understood, 
its ranks are full, ana every man was present for 
duty. ltwa model organization. The cavalry has 
also the maximum strength. Every man showed his 
interest by beipg present, and good results were 
shown. Special effort is required to briog this branch 
of service topthe Army standard, through the ex- 
tra work of teaching the horses. Allowance must 
always be wade for this fact in judging of their ef- 
ficiency. : 

To sum up, briefly, it belongs to the brigade to say 
that the week’sduty was by farthe most satisfactory 
that bas ever beev done. Credit is universally due. 
Everyone eeemed desirous above all things to do bis 
best, both ia drilland discipline, and improvement 
consequent, and satisfaction resulting, were mapi- 
fest toall. Ireturned from the encampment with 
the feeling that such results are good reward to the 
State and to all who have contributed of their labors 
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in bringing them about, for the expenditures made. 
Certainly the encampment of 1888 must be regarded 
as an unqualified success. 





CONNECTICUT. 


THE active militia of Connecticut now consists of 
37 companies of infantry, two platoons of light ar- 
tillery and four machine gun platoons armed with 
Gatling guns. The infantry and machize gun pla- 
toons are now attachea to the regiments as an in- 
tegral part thereof. The two platoons of light ar- 
tillery comprise a battery. The entire force is or- 
ganized asa brigade, under command of a briga- 
dier-general. The total membership at the last 
muster—Novem ber, 1887—was 176 officers and 2,337 
enlisted men ; total, 2,513. The number of men liable 
to military duty in case of war, rebellion, or inva 
sion was 82,591. Each town in the State having two 
or more military com panies is now provided with a 
State armen? and further expenditures for the pur- 
chase or building of armories are deemed unneces- 
sary. The sum appropriated and expended for State 
armories, $300,000, has provided accommodations far 
superior to ony which could have been secured by 
rental, and wi'l result in a large saving to the State 
in the item of rent. To those States who have made 
no provision for armories for its troops this is well 
worth consideration. Surg.-Gen. Jas. Fox and Med- 
ical Director C. P. Lindsley strongly recommend the 
building of barracks at encam pments, or the substi- 
tion of wall tents provided with ventilators covered 
with a hood, 1n place of the small and ill-ventilated 
A tents often in use, both aswa sanitary and econ- 
omic measure. They also advocate the establishing 
of atramed hospital corps. In providiag food for 
men while in camp they are strongly of opinion that 
but one caterer for an entire organization, witna 
carefully prepared table diet, should be employed. 
The State has two ambulances for the use of tho 
guard, and if a field hospital and dispensary can be 
added it isthought that they would possess the most 
completely equipped medical department of any 
State in the Union.

The officer by whose direct order the guard 
is constituted is entitied to the parade of the guard. 


H. L. T. writes: Iam aware that tactics say, ‘‘The 
division of platoons is betweea fours.” Recently I was told 
to divide my com one platooas, I had 21 men, includ- 
ing three corporals. I counted off ll men from the right of 
the company and put a corporal on its left, or between the 
platoons, and designated him as left of the Ist platoon. I 
thus caused a part of the 2d platvon to fall into the line or 
file-closers. I was informed by a would-be tactician soon 
after, that the corporal whom I designated as left of the Ist 

n should have been right of the 2d platoon. I did not 
hink it made any great difference any way, butif I had 
taken a second thought would not have placed a corporal 
between P but would have divided the platoors 
and had the sepior cor instead of a private fall in the 
line of file-closers. Please state if a corporal should be 
placed between platoons when only three are present and 
there is an odd number, Ans.—It is a case not contemplated 
by tactics, that so small a company should be divided into 
platoons. If necessary to place anyone in the line of file- 
closers, a corporal should be ferred toa private. Under 
the circumstances this should have been done. 








MEXICAN WAR SERVICE PENSION. 


Tue decision of Assistant Secretary Hawkins, of 
the [nterior Department, in the pension case of 
Major Theo. J, Eckerson. U.S. A., retired, will be of 
interest to Mexican War veterans now in the Regu- 
lar Army aud Navy and Marine Corps, giving aa ic 
does, to all officers now on the retired list, or who 
may bereafter be retired, whoserved in the Mexican 
War, a pension at therate of $8 per month, from Jan. 
29, 1887, the date of theact. It appears that the claim 
of Major Eckerson was rejected solely upon the 
grounds that the claimant was at the time of the 
passage of said act, and is now, a retired officer of 
the United States Army, and is in receipt of his pay 
as such, and cousequently was debarred from re- 
ceiving said pension by Sec. 4724, Revised Statutes 
of the United States. A careful review and recon- 
sideration of this decision bas led the Department 
to the conclusion that the decision and tbe action of 
the Commissioner of Pensions rejecting the claim 
upon this ground was erroneous. : 

Sec. 4724, R. S., inbibits the receipt of a pension 
by a person in the Service as invalid. The Mexican 
pension is strictly and purely a service pension, and 
the person in receipt ot it cannot be held by any 
fair rule of construction to receive a pension as 
invalid. The question was referred to the Assistunt 
Attorney-General of the Department, and inp bis 
ution of Aug. 25, 1888, he concurs in the views 
above expressed as follows: 


Tt will be observed that this section only provides that— 
No person in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps shal! draw 
both a pension as an invalid and the puy of his rank, etc. 
But said section does not place a pension for service on the 
same footing as an invalid’s pension. Congress doubtless 
had a very good reason for not allowing a soldier, while re- 
ceiviog a pension because of disabilities rendering him unfit 
for military service, to draw at the same time, and in addi- 
tion thereto, the same pay as if be were tit for such service. 
But whatever may have been the reason for makiug the 





distinction referred to, it most certainly exists. I am, there- 
fore, of the opinion, upon the facts referred to in your 





communication, that applicant is legally entitled to the pen- 
sion asked for. 

As there is some uncertainty iu the minds of offi- 
cers as to the true interpretation to be giyen in the 
words “honorably discharged,” and as applied to 
officers of the regular Services, we give below an 
extract from the opinion of the Supreme Court in 
the Emory case, which would seem to clearly setile 
this point favorably to the officers referred to: 


Those of the Regular Army or Navy_. .._ who were en- 
gaged inthe military service of the United States in the 
war with Mexico may be said to have beeu “ hunorably dis- 
charged ” within the meaning of those terms as used in the 
act of 1848, when the war was over, or when they were 
ordered ur mustered out of that service. (Decision of U.S. 
Supreme Court in U. =. v. Emory, made Dec, 8, 1884.) 








(Pittsburg Letter to the Boston Globe.) 
A WONDERFUL BLIND MAN. 


Tue Rev. E. R. Donehoo, secretary of the Pitts- 
burg association which proposes to erect an institu- 
tion for the instruction of the blind, has received a 
remarkable letter from Alden F. Hays, a prominent 
blind citizen of Sewickley. The letter is in the clear 
and pretty characters of the typewriter, and was 
written upon the machine by that gentleman him- 
self. Init Mr. Hays briefly tells Mr. loneboo bis 
own history, to show what wonders may be worked 
among the blind people by education. - . 

He was for eight years a pupil in the Philadelphia 
Institution for the Blind, where so many blind boys 
and girls from Allegheny were trained. He is now 
a man of about thirty-eight years of age. Hia career 
since leaving schoo! and his present mode of life 
presents some marvellous facts. A few of there be 
relates to Mr. Donehoo as an evidence of the bright 
future that is possible for every blind person, if 
schooling advantages were only more common. 

Mr. Hays isa sonof the brilliant General Alexan- 
der Hays, whose heroic services in the late war euded 
with death in the Wilderness. He is now, and has 
been for several years past, a coal merchant, supply- 
ing most of Sewickley with fuel. He conducts the 
entire business himself—without clerical assistance. 

He is totally blind, yet be writes,all bis own orders 
by typewriter for coal from the mine operators, 
takes the car numbers when the coal arrives; weighs 
the coal by the wagon load for customers; gives the 
drivers properly filled out tickets, or makes out the 
receipts; receives money, counts it, and makes 
change; keeps a set of books; walks to aud from hia 
home without company, and in fact goes anywhere 
in Sewickley by himself and without a cane. 

He is an accomplished musician. For eighteen 

ears past be bas been organist in the Presbyterian 

burch, and he still takes every Friday afternoon 
from his business to rehearse the music for this 
church on Sabbaths.
